Australia, New Zealand, and India 
Refuse Their Support 

Definite intimation from Australia, 
New Zealand and India—the three 
British Dominions most interested 
from the point of view of their secur- 
ity—that they could not contribute to- 
ward the cost of the Singapore Naval 
Base, although they recognized its 
necessity, is one of. the features of the 
report of the Imperial Conference of 
Imperial Defence, issued recent-. As 
regards naval defence, it was evident 
from the statements of the differen 
Prime Ministers that, while Austra- 
lia was maintaining a small but effi- 
clent fleet and New Zealand will ton- 
tinue to keep up her own division of 
the British Navy; little or nothing 
could be: expected from the other 
Dominions, They *all, however, dre. 
doing.a good deal for the development 
of military and civih aviation. 

Premier Bruce of Australia empha- 
sized the primary ‘obligation of each 
dominion to provide its own defence. 
There had been spent last. year 
throughout the empire for defence he 
sald, 52 shillings per head by Great 
Britain, 27 by Australia, 18 by New 
Zealand; 6 ‘by Canada and 2 shillings 
and sixpence by South Africa. He sug- 
gested that the equality status brought 
with it defence obligations that were 
not being met_at the present by the 
parties affected. 

Mr. ‘Havenge, Minister of Finance, 
of South Africa, said that the extent 
of his country’s participation in war 
would depend, upon the extent of her 
interest at the time, but that, subject 
to this understanding, it was the Gov- 
ernment’s policy to keep her military 
organization in harmony with that of 
Great Britain: F

At the 
University he was one of the most 
brilliant students and was in line for 
the Rhodes Scholarship when the war 
broke out. At the age of 17 he was 
the championship boy orator of Al- 
berta. 

During the war he served with the 
Canadian Air Force, In 1920 while on 
a survey north of Edmonion, Trelle 
located his original homestead of 160 
acres. He now farms 800 acres and 
in 10 years has made himself indepen- 
dent. His farm is over 400 miles 
rorth of the United States boundary 
with Canada and 225 miles northwest 
ef Edmonton. It fs in the Peace Riv- 
er Country, which is a new area of 
Alberta, and in which, millions of acres 
of fertile land await settlement. Much 
of it is available as free homesteads, 
while that which is for sale near to 
railways sells at very nominal prices. 

Trelle’s wife is a native of Fairmont, 
Minnesota, and to her he gives the 
principal credit, not-only for winning 
the two most coveted honors at Chi- 
cago, but for his success on his farm. 
He has a family of two children, a girl

Authenticity of Cave of Macpelah Has 
Never Been Questioned 

The interior of:the cave of ‘Mac- 
pelah in southern Palestine, wherein 
are the tombs of Abraham and Sarah, 
Isaac and Rebecca, Jacob and Leah, 
was photographed for the first time 
not long ago. ‘This burial ground of 
the old Bible patriarchs, says a recent 
writer, is the most famous in the 
world, Its authenticity has never been 
questioned. ‘The Jews kept it as a 
holy place.throughout the ages. The 
Christians venerated it also; and when 
the Mohammedans conquered Pales- 
tine they In turn preserved the spot 
as sacred. In the eleventh century the 
Crusaders built a castle-like church 
over the cave and the Turks turned 
it into a mosque, which is still, stand- 
ing. The Moslems’ regard the plact 
as a holy place. Before the war’ the 
Christians who were permitted to en- 
ter it could be counted on the fingers 
of your hands. One of the last to en: 
ter was the late King Edward when 
he visited the Holy Land as Prince of 
Wales. The six places of sepulchre 
are marked by monumental tombs in 
separate chapels. Entrance is gained 
to. those of Abraham and Sarah 
through silver gates. Abraham’s tomb 
consists of a coffin-like structure built 
ot pDiastered stone or marble and 
covered with three green’ Carpets ‘erh- 
broidered with gold. They are said to 
have been presented by Mohammed 
ll., Selim I.,. and the late Abdul- 
Mejid.

solid and the_ dungeon was dark. But 
Houdini managed to walk out of the 
door. He was never caught in these 
tests, but he had any very narrow 
escapes.

The Imperial ‘Conference, 4which recently éoncluded its deliberations in 
London, marked the passing of another milestgne in the history of the British 
In the importance of the conclusfons unanimously arrived at the 


ships and in the development of constitutional self-government for the Over- 
*seas Qominions, and second only’ to that other historic occasion when the 
Dominions were admitted to the League of Nations ou terms of equality with 
Great Britain and all foreign nations.. 

The Conference decisions, in some respects, even. over- ahadow in impor- 
tance the entry of the Dominions into the League of Nations, The decisions 
reached are necessary to give full oo to the position of the Dominions as 
yembers of he League. 

In some quartets there ig@ tendency to unduly magnify the meaning | 
and effect. of the Conference decisions and to ¢reate the impression that it fs | 
a very pronounced step in the direction of complete independence of the 
Dominions and the breaking up of the Empire. In other quarters, the tendency, 
is to belittle and minimize the work of the Conferende ts having, in effect, 
changed nothing. The true situation is ‘to be* found between these two 
extremes. ; 

"In numerous instances the Conference has merely given official recognition 
to policies and methods of procedure which have been followed in recent years 
as the self-governing powers of the Dominions have been developed from 
time to time, and as former methods have become obsolete. In other instances 
radical departures from past customs and procedure have been made, and 
difliculties removed so as to enable the Dominions to exercise rights and pow- 
ers which they claimed, thus removing possibilities of misunderstandng and 
friction in the future.

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Mayor Webb of Winnipeg Addresses 
Toronto Audience on Hudson's 
Bay Railway 

Speaking on “The Hudson Bay Rail- 
way and Immigration” to members of 
the Empire club at Toronto, Col. R. BR. 
Wobb, mayor of Winnipeg, indulged 
in what he called “plain speaking” to 


the provinces of Quebec and Ontario, | 


regirding their attitude toward the 
west. He thought Ontario “should be 
ashamed" of having a population of 
“two millions” ‘when it should be fifty 
millions, Ontario and Quebec, he con- 
tinued, should’:remember that there 
were other parts of the Dominion, and 
should “play the game” so far as their 
problems were concerned. 

One of the great problems of West- 
ern Canada, he stated, was the: com- 
‘pletion of the Hudson Bay railway, a 
project which would be as important 
in opening up the vast mineral, forest 
.and power resources’ of northern 
Manitoba as the Temiskaming and 
Northerh Ontario railway had proved 
to be in this province. The prosperity 
of Ontarlo and Quebec depended on 
the prosperity of Western ~Canada, 
and it wags vital to,the whole Domin- 
fon that this line be completed. 

“We want your moral co-operation,” 
Mayor Webb declared at one point in 
his address, adding that in the past 
this had not been forthcoming. The 
building of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way line through the west had been 
opposed, he said, as the Hudson Bay 
railway was being opposed by the cry 
that Western Canada was a-land only 
fit for buffalo. The building of the T. 
and N. O, railway had opened up a 
vast section of rich land, yet that line 
had not been extended ‘to James Bay 
because it was-impossible from a navi- 
‘gation point of view. On the other 

hand, Hudson bay, he said, was open 
all.the year round, and Fort. Nelson 
would be an ‘all-year seaport, which 
was more:than could be said of Mon- 
treal.

Tho new chemical element 61, 
named Nitnian, discovered, by three 
University of NitnBis instructors laat 
spring, was found two years ago by 
Dr, Lugt Rolla, of the Chemical Insti- 
tute of Florence, Italy, but he failed 
to announes it then, 

Dr. Rolla’s discovery was accepted 
by the Congress of Scientists which 
met at Bologna, Italy. He named his 
discovery Florentium in honor of his 
city, while Professor B, Smith Hop- 
kins, of the University of MIlinois, 
hamed his discovery Ilinlum in hon- 
or of the University and the state. 

Dr. Rolla now has agreed to relin- 
quish all claims to its original - dis- 
covery. Dr, Hopkins and Dr, Rolla 
met at a convention of the Interna- 
tional Union of Pure and Applied 
Chemistry at Washington University 
recently and reached an agreement on 
the original claim. The two sctentists 
had worked independently, each un- 
aware of the others investigations,

_ Salvaging Old Inscriptions 


Would Take Yeara to Complete Work 
In Egypt 

“Inscription Salvage” is the latest 

task of the archeologist, delving into 

Egyptian ruins. 

. Unless the inscriptions on the walls 
of the age-old buildings along the Riv- 
er, Nile are immediately reproduced 
and recorded they will be lost forever, 
as the ancient walls are tast crumbling 
away, says a report by James _H. 
Breasted, Egyptologist and director of 
the Oriental Institute of Chicago, to 
the Archeological Society of Washing- 
ton, ' 

A process of recording the inscrip- 
tions on the -walls of the Medinet 
Habu Temple st Luxor is being em- 
ployed by Dr. Breasted, which com- 
bines the use of cameras, draftsmen 
and epigraphors, the latter to translate 
the inscriptions.

Ont.—For the third 
month in succession Inclement weath- 
er in Western Canada and around the

This, in my opinion, is one of the wonders, one of the charins of Dickens’ Christ- 
mas’stories: they fill the soul with the fine, generaus spirit of childhood: they make 
a reality of the:phantoms of the past: they lift the veil which separates us from the 

, noblest, sweetest, memories and fill our hearts. with a longing to live a fuller, ann 
and more generous life: 

‘Yet there must have been something innately fine about old Scrooge bes the 
beginning, because those phantoms and ghosts were thoughts springing from the 
innermost depths of his soul; and the moment being favorable, they sprang to life, 
they flowered in exquisite forms, so lovely that the dark spirits of greed and cupidity 
—fearful ogres of his mind—fled forever in dismay, and freed from the slavery of 
his own egoism, his own greed, he cried in ecstasy: ‘'I am as light asa feather, I am 
as happy as an angel, I am ag merry as a school boy, I am as giddy as a drunken 
man, A Merry Christmas to everybody. A happy New Year to all the world. 
Hallo! Whoop! Hallo here.” 

How in those few minutes was his nature changed, where he once only listened 
to the jingle of coin, now his soul is opened to a thousand exquisite sounds. What 
lusty peals of church bells—clash, clang, hammer, ding, dong bell. Bell, dong, 
ding, hammer, clang, clash, Oh, glorious! glorious! 

How beautiful the world was to his softened heart. How different it all seemed 
to be. No fog, no mist; clear, bright, jovial, stirring, cold, piping for the blood 
to dance 'to;: golden sunlight; heavenly sky; sweet fresh air; merry bells.

_ What a picture of the rehabilitation of a human soul. A soul so hardened by 
contact with the material things of life that Scrooge had become blind. to the end- 
less beauties of nature. A soul so withered in the dry soil of usury that we find it 
almost hard to believe it possible this heartless wretch could ever again respond 
to the. spiritual influence which eventually reclaimed him. . 

The finest thing’ ‘about’ old Scrooge though, was that once he felt the warming 
glow of the loveliness of life penetrating his soul, he then and there determined 
that not for Christmas only would he enjoy the full benefits of hi noble heritage, 
but that every day while life lasted he would, ; 
with ever gathering power, effect a closer, 
fuller contact with the splendor, gentleness 
and sweetness of nature and humanity.

In this connection, it is inter- 
esting to note that if Queen Victoria had 
married an Englishman the gaily decorated 
tree, would still be more or less of an un- 
known quantity in England, Prince Albert of 
Saxe-Coburg being commonly credited with 
having introduced the tree in his adopted 
country, where it became very popular. :

The gift-giving habit is still more ob- 
scure in its origin. The. giving of presents 
was one of the features of the Roman saturna- 
lia, celebrated at the winter solstice, but 
there are not a few. authorities who ascribe

* blem, to a patriarch of the Christian Church, 
St. Nicholas.

In passing, it might be noted that in a sixth century convent it was customary 
for the young lady boarders to hang a silk stocking on the door of the apartment 
of the abbess on Christmas Eve. The next morning they were summoned to wit- 
ness the results of the liberality of the saint who, we are told, had bountifully filled 
the stocking with sweets, 


Santa Claus appears to have come over to America with the Dutch colonists 
in the seventeenth century. His. name, derived from the Dutch San Nicholas, 
indicated his connection with the kindly bishop. Where he got his reindeer is a 
matter for conjecture, but he seems to have been a first cousin of Knecht-Rupert, 
who brings good little German children presents on Christmas morning, and bad 
little German children a very serviceable switch. Santa Claus’ German relative 
was a real community Santa Claus, for, on Christmas Eve, he used to collect the 
presents of all the parents in a village, and next morning distribute them with the 
explanation that he had been sent by Jesus Christ, his Master. 

Mince pie is peculiarly English in its connection with Christmas. If this were 
for a story book: Once upon a time all the people got so fond of eating Christmas 
pie at Christmas that some of the people got mad and said, ‘It is a heathen pie, 
and not good to eat on Jesus’ birthday. of

. Use of the mistletoe i is one of the survivals of the customs of the Druids, whose 

mystic religion held sway over the early’ Britons before the conquest of Britain by 
Julius Caesar.. It was held in veneration of the ancient faith because of its associa- 
tion with the oak, the favorite tree of Tutanes, the Druid sungod, During the cele- 
bration of the. winter. solstice the mystic plant. parasite was gathered, with much 
pomp and rejoicing. Following a sacrifice, the mistletoe was distributed among 
the people, who hung it over their doorways as a pronitiation to the sylvan duties 
during the season of cold. Its association with kissing and giggling appears to 
have developed at a later date. Holly, ivy and evergreen, commonly used as decora- 
tions at times of joyous festivals by many of the ancient races, have all come to be 
associated with the mistletoe as detorations peculiarly in keeping with the spirit 
of Yuletide. '
